Then it aids the red men also by em¬ 
ployment of various sorts. Apparent¬ 
ly It gives for labor mid for supplies 
bought nirli year well along toward 
51.iMSi.ihMi. For evample, in the various 
schnnl*. out «>f 2.0TU superintendents, 
teueher* and otln-r employes, last year 
more than one-third, fur Tut were In¬ 
diana, nud their salaries aggregated 
$145,700. Then, aiming the |tersonsem¬ 
ployed at agencies other than those at 
the uchools, are found no fewer than 
•,434 Indians, with wages vg.*regaling 
<248,140, or nearly half the amount paid 
to white employe* at agencies. These 
two amounts together make over $4<iO,- 
000 for Indiana, and since it is said that 
"•» still larger amount 1* paid them for 
inl*eelhineoiis work and for supplies 
raised by themselves,'* we have a very 
pood aggregate. 

The variety of tin- employments vv hleli 
the Indians, or. rather, which a few of 
them, tire taking up is also a good 
*lgn. It would hardly do to have them 
depend on ngrieulture alone, and, In¬ 
deed, tlu-y have no inherited aptitude 
for it. Itut they earn money by b.iullng 
•'iiiids for tin- government. ‘I bey are be¬ 
ginning to enm|irte for supply |ng faun 
.iiodticc, and one Indian not long ago 
obtained tie contract for -iipplyiug 
••urn to the government *cl,o.»|s. Com-

It will become 
mote dense In texture, and nltunat all 
rvfH'ricii' ed lieekco|i<-r» agree that it 
ba7ti more delicate taste or flavor, even 
though it is somewhat darker and 1e*3 
pleasing »«’ I he eye. 

It is best to remove all white linui f— 
Hist from elover and basswood hefnr-* 
the dark honey, which is usually gath¬ 
ered from buckwheat, guldrnrod, etc., 
begins In come In, or you will have 
white and dark honey iu your section*, 
which would njsdl It for mnrkef.
